HE negotiations for a treaty of 
peace with Britain were at a 
standstill in Paris. John Adams, 
one of the American commis- 
sioners was strongly in favor of demand- 
ing the Great Lakes as the western 
boundary of the United States, the other 
commissioners were lukewarm in the 
face of the British agent’s determination 
on the Ohio River as a boundary. John 
Adams finally shook his fist, and de- 
livered the ultimatum, “If this boundary 
is not fixed at the Great Lakes, we will 
go back to America and carry on the 
war forever.” This was too strong for 
what to the British was after all only 
a wilderness with a few trading posts, 
so the British signed on those terms. 
Later the English made no secret of 
their opinion that nothing was lost 
anyway, as the American republic would 
not last, of that they were sure. 


In 1787 at the same time the Con- 
stitutional convention was in session in 
Philadelphia, the Continental Congress 
was in session at New York making 
plans for settling and governing the 
territory northwest of the Ohio which 
extended to the Mississippi, at that time 
known only as the Western Country. 
On July 13th, the Congress passed 
the Ordinance of 1787 providing what 
in reality was a constitution for a gov- 
ernment for the Northwest Territory 
as the district was since then to be 
titled. This document is very similar 
to the Constitution itself, though pre- 
ceding the latter by months. There were 
several purposes in the Ordinance, chief- 
ly to provide for its settlement, as a 
means of paying soldiers of the revolu- 
tion with lands, and to end the bickering 
between the states over conflicting terri- 
torial rights. 


The document is one of the outstand- 
ing ones of history for it dedicated a 
vast territory to freedom and public 
education. It provided for the formation 
of three to five states from the territory 
and for a temporary government to 
consist of governor, secretary and three 
judges. A legislature was to be called 
and elected as soon as 5000 male inhabi- 
tants of age resided in the district. One 
of the most outstanding provisions was 
that slavery and involuntary servitude 
were forbidden. Other articles provided 
for complete religious freedom, trial by 
Jury, writ of habeas corpus etc. 

_ In October, Congress appointed Ma- 
jor-General Arthur St. Clair, veteran of 
the Revolution, as Governor of the

Territory. Meanwhile Manasseh Cutler 
and General Rufus Putnam were active 
in organizing the Ohio Company, whose 
purpose was to settle lands in the 
Territory. The first colony of settlers 
left Ipswich, Mass., on December 3rd

and after months of hard work floated 
down the Ohio on rafts to land at the 
mouth of the Muskingum and found the 
present city of Marietta. The greatest 
pageant in our history is currently being 
held with re-enactment of this pioneer 
trek by a group of young men who also 
will arrive at Marietta in crude boats 
on April 7th. Governor St. Clair did 
not reach the new territory until July 
9, 1788 and for a time Marietta was 
the capital, the first court convening 
on Sept. 2nd. In the same year Cin- 
cinnati was founded, though being then 
called Losantiville. 

The British meanwhile were doing 
all they could to stop the settlement of 
the territory. Commissioners sent to 
obtain the forts on the Maumee and at 








Detroit were either murdered or scared 
off by Indians. At Fort Miami south 
of the present city of Toledo the British 
fort acted as a center for inciting the 
savages against the Americans, although 
in fairness it must be stated that the 
Indians needed little inciting, only the 
arms to carry out their hatred. This 
finally resulted in the dispatch of Gen- 
eral Harmar with a well-equipped force, 
but he was badly defeated in the wilder- 
ness on two occasions in 1790 while at- 
tempting to march north from Cincin- 
nati to the Maumee valley. Minor suc- 
cesses by militia only enraged the sav- 
ages. Governor St. Clair determined on 
a punitive expedition and with some 
2300 militia, almost all with no training 
whatever, began another march north- 
ward in 1791. 97 miles north of Cin- 
cinnati the army was surprised on the 
morning of November 4th and routed 
in a most disgraceful defeat, losing 
fully half its men in killed and wounded. 
The survivors fled 29 miles to Fort Jef- 
ferson in terror, throwing away all their 
arms and supplies. This has been termed 
the most disastrous military defeat of 
our early history, the Indians butchering 
the militia by the hundreds. St. Clair 
escaped with his life, but was never 
able to live down this blunder, though 
he was Governor for 14 years. 

The Federal government was at that 
time very weak, with a treasury seldom 
able to keep up with current needs. 
Congress heard heated debates on the 
subject of abandoning the Territory 
rather than carry any further the costly 
struggle, frequently termed hopeless. 
Finally it was decided to make one more 
effort to pacify the region and for this 
Treasury Secretary Hamilton rounded 
up enough funds to equip and maintain 
2,000 men. Washington picked Anthony 
Wayne as commander of this new federal 
army to be known as the “Legion of the 
United States.” The force was recruited 
and trained in Indian fighting so thor- 
oughly that when it finally attacked in 
August, 1794, the entrenched savages 
near Fort Miami on the western shores 
of the Maumee, the victory was achieved 
completely, and quickly. This, the battle 
of Fallen Timbers, was the first victory 
for a federal army and remains un- 
doubtedly the most brilliantly executed 
campaign against the Indians since the 
landing of Columbus. The casualties of 
the campaign were so small in number 
that history has generally overlooked 
this historic battle which ended for years

the frontier troubles, and gave us great 
prestige among the Indians. The 2c 
Fallen Timbers stamp of 1929 com- 
memorates the unveiling of the monu- 
ment at Fallen Timbers State Park 
which perpetuates the name of Anthony 
Wayne in our history. 

Following the successful campaign of 
1794-1795, the British surrendered their 
posts to Wayne and the resulting peace 
brought large numbers of settlers into 
the territory. Wayne’s aide-de-camp, 
William Henry Harrison became Secre- 
tary of the Territory in 1797, its first 
delegate to Congress in 1799 and later 
its Governor. He also became President 
in 1841, dying in office. 

The Territorial legislature met at 


Cincinnati on Sept. 24, 1799, for the 
first time, consisting of five members 
of the Upper House and 22 members 
of the Lower House. In 1802 the present 
state of Ohio was formed, with a capital 
at Chillicothe, following the division of 
the Territory in July, 1800, into two 
districts. The western portion was term- 
ed the District of Indiana, with Harrison 
as Governor. After Ohio became a state, 
this western portion became known as 
the Northwest Territory and included 
the balance of land north of the Ohio 
River and west of the State of Ohio. 
In 1805 Michigan Territory was formed, 
including both the present state of 
Michigan and Wisconsin. The last parti- 
tioning of the Territory occurred in 1809 
when Illinois Territory was formed. All 
these territories became the great states 
we know today, though it was many 
years before they reached statehood, the 
last, Wisconsin, being admitted in 1848. 

In the Ohio State Museum is ex- 
hibited a proclamation of Governor 
Arthur St. Clair, calling for a day of 
fasting and prayer for the success of 
General Wayne and the army against 
the savages. A proclamation putting in 
words the feelings of a people resorting 
to a last desperate attempt to end the 
menace on their frontier and which we 
can be thankful was a success. 

Another stamp has been _ reported 
promised to celebrate further the North- 
west Territory’s founding and to supple- 
ment the one issued last July on the 
anniversary of the passing of the ordi- 
nance of 1787. No details of design 
etc. have been mentioned.

Official Cachets for Air 
Mail Week 


During National Air Mail Week, May 
15th to 21st, a special airmail flight will 
be made from Kitty Hawk, N. Car., to 
Dayton, Ohio. The Post Office Depart- 
ment will supply an official cachet to 
the postmaster at Kitty Hawk for use 
on air mail covers for the flight. Covers 
should be sent, stamped and addressed 
to yourself inside a large envelope ad- 
dressed to the Kitty Hawk Postmaster 
with a note stating you wish to have 
them mailed on the special flight. The 
flight is in honor of the Wright Brothers 
and Dayton was chosen as the terminus 
as it was the point where the first plane 
was built and today is an aviation 
center. The Department also announces 
a cachet will be furnished the Postmas- 
ter at Dayton but exact date or dates 
of its use are uncertain.

U. S. NOTES 


Under this heading we will print notes on 
U. S. issues, past and present, and our read- 
ers are asked to submit interesting varieties or 
items. Be sure when requesting a reply to 
send a stamped envelope or card. 








An interesting printing variety of the 
Byrd souvenir pane is reported by Lan- 
dis S. Brady, Conestoga, Pa. In the 
upper left stamp of a sheet used at 
Cadams, Nebr., is a piece of cotton 
yarn about three-quarters of an inch 
long, the top end of the piece being 
imbedded in the stamp in the map por- 
tion of the design, while underneath the 
balance of the yarn, which is loose, may 
be seen a white streak. The yarn had 
come between paper and plate at the 
moment the sheet was printed. 


Two readers have written in asking 
why they may not purchase postage 
due stamps at postoffices and the Phila- 
telic Agency. These stamps are for ac- 
counting purposes within the post office 
and even if a person had unused speci- 
mens they could not be used in pay- 
ment of postage. Mail discovered to be 
wholly or partly unpaid is either held 
at office of mailing until the mailer 
supplies the deficiency, or forwarded 
with marking indicating the postage due. 
At office of delivery postage due stamps 
are affixed equal to the amount due 
and this is collected by the carrier on 
delivery. To make sure he collects, the 
post office requires him to pay the 
amount before leaving the post office 
with the mail. Large firms usually 
deposit a sum with the postoffice to 
cover postage due and thus don’t have 
to pay the carrier on delivery. In 
bundles of mail the due stamps are 
frequently affixed only to the top item; 
while large amounts of them (as for 
parcel post) are pasted on ruled forms 
provided by the post office and after 
being cancelled are handed to the ad- 
dressee as receipt for postage due paid. 
For many years it was the custom to 
hand full sheets, cancelled as well as 
uncancelled to addressees, but to pre- 
vent their being too easily used again 
by dishonest employees the ruled forms 
came into use. It was from their man- 
ner of use without cancellation that some 
of the unused material came. But most 
unused dues are the result of postal 
clerks selling the stamps to collectors 
and dealers, a practice forbidden. Many 
country post offices did not (and per- 
haps still do not) use due stamps, col- 
lecting cash for the amount due. When 
the 144c rate came in it was only after 
repeated warnings that all at last car- 
ried a stock of dues. Unused dues are 
therefore on a par with other types 
of stamps obtained clandestinely, as 
obviously only cancelled copies would 
normally come into collectors hands. 


The first publicity release for National 
Air Mail Week came in an airmail en- 
velope size No. 8 but with the “penalty” 
imprint for official mail in lieu of a 
stamp.

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Franklin Pierce 





FOURTEENTH PRESIDENT—1853-1857 


Born Hillsborough, N. H., November 
23, 1804. Died Concord, N. H., Oct. 8th, 
1869. Pierce’s family was prominent in 
New Hampshire, his father having been 
a major-general of the Revolutionary 
War and Governor of the new state. 
Pierce was another lawyer who entered 
politics and became eventually President. 
From 1829 to 1833 he served in the 
legislature, two of those years as Speaker. 
In 1833 he was elected to Congress where 
he was an ardent supporter of Jackson. 
In 1837 he was elected Senator, but tired 
of politics and resigned in 1842. He de- 
clined the post of Attorney-General of 
the United States and the Governorship 
of New Hampshire. Active in Demo- 
cratic Party councils, he showed little 
desire to hold office. In the Mexican 
War he served as a volunteer and 
eventually rose from private soldier to 
the rank of Brigadier-General. At the 
Democratic National Convention at Bal- 
timore in June, 1852, Pierce was nomi- 
nated as a compromise candidate after 
the convention became deadlocked over 
the better-known candidates. His con- 
servative attitude on the slavery ques- 
tion won him support both North and 
South, decisively defeating the Whig 
candidate, General Winfield Scott. 
Pierce’s chief concern was preservation 
of the Union and his attempts to placate 
the pro-slavery groups cost him much 
support. After his term was over, he re- 
tired to Concord, taking no further part 
in politics. Since Pierce performed no 
outstanding services during his term of 
office, it is likely that if he had not been 
thrust into the Presidency he would to- 
day be the unknown he was when nomi- 
nated. Then the question throughout the 
country was “Who is he?” Pierce is an- 
other of the presidents who have never 
been honored postally, an omission 
scheduled for correction this year when 
the 13c of the new regular series ap- 
pears. 


Arthur Barger, former New York deal- 
er, now assistant to the Spanish govern- 
ment postal service, reported that a 
bomb striking the government printing 
plant resulted in delaying the issuance 
of two new stamps.

When the changes of the denomina- 
tions of the new regular series were 
announced on March 21st some thought 
it the result of the charges that Repub- 
lican presidents had been hidden away 
on little used denominations. The real 
reason for the change is that the De- 
partment officials realized the very 
limited prospective use for the 35c and 
40c stamps and decided to replace them 
with two that were actually necessary 
or at least would be used more than 
35c and 40c stamps. The two new 
denominations will find a much larger 
use, particularly on registered matter. 
The 21c makes the single weight letter 
rate for registered letters with return 
receipt requested and the 24c makes 
the same rate for registered letters sent 
air mail on which the return receipt 
is requested. 





The sudden announcement of the ad- 
ditional official cachet for National Air 
Mail Week, to be used at Dayton, Ohio, 
came as a surprise to most air en- 
thusiasts. The Department had at first 
decided to have just one official cachet, 
that to be used at Kitty Hawk, N. C., 
where the first airplane flight took place 
in 1903. A post office was established 
at that place only a few months ago and 
it is expected to be a popular cover 
mailing point with collectors because of 
the historic associations of the place 
with aviation. 

The Dayton cachet was the direct 
result of the Dayton Philatelic Society 
writing to Washington officials including 
the congressman from that district. He 
in turn contacted Senator Bulkley and 
after brief conferences with Harlee 
Branch, postal chief of the division in 
which cachets are authorized, the cachet 
was ordered. 

It is being considered at present to 
have a plane fly with special air mail 
from Kitty Hawk to Dayton. The idea 
being to tie up the two points so im- 
portant in aviation history. Also being 
considered is a flight from Dayton to 
Kitty Hawk at the same time. This will 
take place, if finally approved, sometime 
during the week of May 15th, so there 
will be plenty of time for details to be 
worked out and announced for conven- 
ience of stamp collectors wishing to 
send covers. 





Washington officials are not so happy 
over the reception given the announce- 
ment of the Presidential series, but 
since this is President Roosevelt’s pet 
idea in the way of stamp issues, it is 
not expected to make any difference in 
the announced plans for issuing the set. 


The death of C. A. Huston, former 
chief designer of the Bureau may result 
in a small addition to the die proofs 
and associated material of some of our 
Twentieth Century issues coming on 
the market or at least into philatelic 
hands. It was customary when Mr. 





Huston first worked for the Bureau for 
the engravers and others responsible for 
stamp designs to be given a die proof 
of their handiwork. 


Collectors should watch the 25c Clip- 
per air mail stamp for this stamp is 
now stocked only at the Agency. Just 
how large a stock is on hand is of course 
not known and we cannot hazard any 
guesses. 


Washington News 





For some time we have been without 
our regular weekly column from our 
Washington Correspondent, Chas. Ken- 
ny. Mr. Kenny’s work in Washington 
for his daily newspaper prevented his 
continuing, which we all regretted. We 
have now arranged to give you the 
latest Washington stamp news, the first 
such outburst being found elsewhere in 
this issue. This column will not ap- 
pear every week as there is not enough 
material to justify it, especially as most 
of the definite developments come in 
now in regular press releases and news 
flashes. Our correspondent chooses to 
remain anonymous, as in that position 
all developments can be reported. Our 
new column recognizes the fact that 
postal officials frequently themselves do 
not have any definite plans on stamp 
issues and predictions on their future 
course are to no point. 


Dolfuss Stamps Banned 





March 14th notices were posted in all 
Austrian post offices that stamps bearing 
the portrait of the late Chancellor En- 
gelbert Dolfuss were invalid, effective 
at once. Persons holding such stamps 
were advised they should exchange them 
for others and were given until March 
31st to do so. The stamps are the 24 
groschen black of 1934, the same stamp 
in indigo which was issued in 1935 and 
the 10 schilling blue issue of 1936. All 
were mourning stamps for the late Chan- 
cellor who was murdered by Nazis in 
an unsuccessful Nazi revolution (putsch) 
in July, 1934.

THE RULING. 


“Ours not to reason why, Ours but 
to do or die.” I don’t know who ut- 
tered that immortal saying but I re-ut- 
tered it when the blighting news fell 
upon my limpid ears. After coming to 
and looking all about, we of course 
must face the issue at hand. Finding 
that there is nothing at all we can do 
about the whole thing, and that it is 
a whole lot better to not try to do any- 
thing too, we then must take a look in 
the crystal ball and see what the fu- 
ture holds for us. I could go on at 
great lengths about the effects or non- 
effects the ruling has made on the fu- 
ture, which might be tiring and not 
very educating, so I will confine my 
statements to some of the outstanding 
things that seem apparent at this time, 
and comment about other things as they 
come in turn. The thing that most 
collectors seemed worried about first 
was effect on the high value buros. It 
would on first thought seem that the 
thing to do would be to get any of these 
items needed immediately, which is 
still a good idea, but not for the reason 
apparent but just on general principles. 
For the high value bureau prints should 
not be any higher, due to this ruling 
than they would have been had the 
ruling never been made. In most cases 
the existing stocks of high value bu- 
reaus was the last to be made of that 
issue anyway. This of course, provid- 
ing the ruling is carried out to the letter 
and all existing stocks are used up, 
which means in some cases stamps of the 
old type will be with us for some years 
to come. On the other hand if after a 
few months the government sees that 
these stocks will not be depleted soon 
and starts calling in the overstock and 
destroy it, then there will be some 
mighty scarce high value bureau prints. 
One other point I wish to bring out 
which I think leans to the sunny side, 
is this. If the ruling is carried out to 
the letter, as all good rulings should be, 
then there will be far less varieties of 
precancels in the new forthcoming issue 
and this should attract collectors rather 
than scare them away and on the whole 
be a boon to precancel collecting. 


Dre II. 


Several collectors have asked recently 
why the high price on the Die II items. 
Two cent stamps are always issued in 
large quantities and even if a small 
part of the emission were different 
there still would be enough for every- 
body. A specialist of U. S. issues could 
perhaps tell you the why and where- 
fore with greater ease than I but I will 
give it a try. It is true that only a 
small part of the 2c emissions were 
die II and it is also true that only a 
small part of this small part ever found 
its way into the hands of collectors or 
was ever identified. For there is no 


doubt that there are quite a few items 
in the hands of collectors that they don’t 
know they own. Another factor that 
enters into the thing is that the larger 
part of the die II items were released 
during the years of 1927-28 and 29 and 
it was not until last year, a decade 
afterward, that the thing was discover- 
ed. Considering these things alone 
makes one believe that the prices are 
justified in the catalog. 


Precancel Rulings 





Carrying out the recent instructions 
limiting the use of precancels, the local 
postmasters have sent circulars to all 
permit holders. A copy at hand says 
in part, “ . not more than one pre- 
canceled stamp should be affixed to any 
one piece of mail except when stamps 
of the correct denomination to pay the 
postage are not available at the post 
office.” The first six words and the last 
six as well were heavily underscored in 
the notice. 


Chicago Dealer Adds 
Bureau Prints 





The Garden City Stamp Co. of Chi- 
cago, whose manager is Joseph White- 
bourgh, well known as a Bureau spec- 
ialist, has opened a Bureau Print De- 
partment. Mr. Whitebourgh has for 
years accumulated Bureaus, particularly 
the coil varieties and this stock is now 
being made available for the first time 
to collectors of Bureaus.

We want every reader to fully

It is pri- 
marily because of these facts 
that we feel certain that the 
reason the P. O. D. has jumped 
on us and hoped they could put

We intend to thresh this thing

Could any of you imagine 
the Post Office Department tell- 
ing this organization that they 
could not sell the magazine, 
The Country Gentleman, five 
years for one dollar? Yet that 
8 just exactly what the publi- 
cation can be bought for and 
that fact is published monthly in 
the magazine. It is 25c per 
year, five years for one dollar. 
The April number of this beau- 





be that the big farm vote has 
anything to do with the fact that 
the P. O. D. does not know that 
this publication is being sold at 
five years for one dollar? 

A further illustration of the 
ridiculousness of the ruling by 
the Department can be easily 
explained in a few paragraphs 
and it is laughable to one who 
can understand the situation. 

In a letter from the Third As- 
sistant Postmaster General we 
are told that at 25c per year, 
we cannot pay commissions as 
provided for in the Postal Laws 
and Regulations and that 25c 
must be the minimum that we 
ourselves receive for each year’s 
subscription furnished a _ sub- 
scriber. We must receive and 
keep the full net 25c in every 
instance. Yet since we have 
agreed to alter our price to 50c 
per year this same T. A. P. G 
tells us that for the 50c that is 
paid for the paper we can if we 
choose pay up to 70% commis- 
sion as provided in the P. L. & 
R. If we pay up to 70% com- 
mission then for each 50c paid 
for the paper we can have left 
only 15c. Yet prior to this time, 
we were assured that we MUST 
net ourselves a full 25c for each 
year’s subscription that we pro- 
vided. NERTS. Whao’s it? 

When we were offering the 
paper at 25c, we were paying a 
commission of 40%, never more. 
That allowed us 15c net to our- 
selves. Now we get orders that 
we cannot sell at 25c and pay 
a commission, so in order to 
have the help of agencies and 
solicitors we raise our price to 
50c and as soon as we do that 
we are reminded of the fact that 


to operate under the rules. Cer- 
tainly proof that someone doesn’t 
know what they are talking 
about or is it just as we claim, 
that some other interested party 
has brought pressure or political 
pull to jack up our price because 
of competition. 

We are thankful for the many 
letters received from our readers, 
which comment on this situation. 
We shall hold these and hope to 
have a considerable file of them 
in the coming weeks. We are 
preparing a plan of action which 
we hope will at least vindicate 
our rights to run our publication 
under the same rules that other 
publishers run their papers. We 
object to any rule that is ap- 
plied with a wooden yard stick 
in our case and with a rubber 
ruler for the other fellow. It’s 
such application of law that 
makes communists and Bolshev- 
iks out of common people. 

We know that there are pub- 
lications operating under sub- 
scription plans that are far more 
liberal than anything we ever 
offered. We urge our readers to 
send us such circulars and sub- 
scription offers that may come 
to them from other magazines 
that we may assemble a file of 
such offers for future reference.
